WORKSHOP 


An  inspired  company  of  players  in  the  University  of  Omaha  Summer 
Theatre  Workshop  poured  every  effort  into  Tennessee  Williams  SUMMER  AND 
SMOKE  which  opened  on  July  7,  8  and  9.  It  describes  an  emotional  change  that 
overwhelms  a  lonely  spinster  (Cherie  Shaver)  in  the  dreary  town  of  Glorious 
Hill,  Mississippi. 

Supporting  characters  that  substantially  aided  the  production  were:  Annette 
Koswosky,  in  the  role  of  the  demented  mother;  Ralph  Ellsworth,  a  sniveling  suitor 
to  Alma;  Donald  Gappa,  Mrs.  Shaver's  father;  Doris  Lewis,  a  gossip,  and  Tom 
Hicks,  an  elderly  doctor. 

Dr.  Edwin  L.  Clark  directed  this  opening  play  of  the  summer  series. 


MY  HEART'S  IN  THE  HIGHLANDS  by  William  Soroyan  represented  the 
third  and  final  play  of  the  Summer  Theatre  Workshop  on  August  4,  5,  and  6. 

A  whimsical  work,  it  scans  the  indigent  household  of  a  California  poet 
(Rod  Ross),  which  is  largely  supported  by  the  fine  begging  instincts  of  his  son 
(Charley  Gifford)  because  pappa's  poems  aren't  selling  particularly  well  that 
year.  Barbara  Boyer,  as  Johnny's  whimsical  grandmother  proved  to  be  partic- 
ularly appealing. 

Dr.  Edwin  L.  Clark  directed. 
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The  Summer  Theatre  Workshop  maintained  its  standard  of  excellence  in  a 
well-drilled  and  comprehensive  performance  of  Shaw's  CANDIDA  on  July  21,  22 
and  23.  It  is  an  ingenious  expression  of  the  hypothesis  that  while  men  make 
war  and  the  greatest  fuss,  women  truly  make  the  world  go  'round. 

The  entire  one  act  comedy  is  consumed  in  the  proof  that,  as  the  men  (Neil 
Shaver  as  Rev.  James  Morrel,  and  Robert  Simpson  as  Marchbanks),  argue,  rant 
and  are  in  turn  distressed;  the  wife  Candida  (Carol  Robinson)  recognizes  acutely 
her  relationship  to  both  men;  a  friend  to  the  younger,  a  protector  to  the  older. 

The  supporting  cast  of  Dave  Seiner,  Ann  Ahlstrand,  and  Joe  McCartney  sup- 
plied an  amusing  human  background,  under  the  direction  of  Curtis  Siemers,  a 
newcomer  to  the  university. 


The  "Operation  Bootstrap"  program  was  started  several  years 
ago  by  the  Air  Force  to  allow  career  service  men  and  women  to  take 
temporary  leave  to  "lift  themselves  by  the  bootstraps"  through  a 
college  degree.  The  Army  and  Marines  have  since  joined  under  the 
"final  semester  program."  Bootstrappers  are  especially  attracted  to 
Omaha  University  because  of  its  liberal  allowance  of  academic  credit 
for  military  training  and  its  Bachelor  of  General  Education  Degree. 
The  BGE  degree  draws  "bootstrappers"  because  the  military  person- 
nel students  are  not  required  to  have  credits  in  mathematics,  econom- 
ics or  a  foreign  language.  Another  reason  is  that  the  degree  can 
lead  to  a  second  career  in  teaching  after  retirement  from  service. 
Service  men  and  women  (other  than  marines  and  nurses)  attend 
Omaha  U.  for  six  months,  taking  one  full  semester  of  courses  plus 
a  special  six  weeks  of  accelerated  courses  designed  for  bootstrappers. 
Marines  and  nurses  attend  for  nine  months  or  two  full  semesters.  The 
marine  earns  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Military  Science,  and  the 
nurse  receives  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing.  These  bootstrappers 
receive  their  military  pay  while  attending  school,  but  pay  their  own 
tuition.

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The  Bachelor  of  General  Education  Degree  that  so  many  of  the 
bootstrappers  receive  upon  graduation  is  earned  in  the  follow- 
ing manner: 

—An  airman  is  given  12  hours  academic  credit  for  his  basic  training. 
—An  officer  is  given  30  hours  credit  for  his  commission.  (Most  boot- 
strappers  at  O.U.  are  officers.) 

—All  personnel  are  limited  to  65  hours  credit  for  military  science 
(military  experience,  service  schools  and  service  extension  courses.) 
—The  personnel  must  have  earned  their  other  credits  at  an  accredited 
university  or  college.  (Some  have  attended  as  many  as  seven  uni- 
versities before  finishing  at  Omaha  U.)  No  grade  below  C  is 
accepted. 

Roy  W.  Nolte,  supervisor  of  the  program  at  Omaha  U.  and  pic- 
tured on  the  preceding  page  with  Capt.  Jack  Fisher,  has  estimated 
that  more  than  eight  hundred  Bootstrappers  have  earned  degrees 
since  1953.  Though  they  are  on  the  campus  for  only  six  months,  they 
participate  in  most  activities.  There  were  two  bootstrappers  in  a 
recent  dramatics  production,  and  a  team  of  bootstrappers  won  the 
intramural  golf  championship  last  spring.  Although  they  rarely 
wear  their  uniforms  on  campus,  they  are  easily  distinguished  from 
the  younger  undergraduates.  Bootstrappers  are  usually  integrated 
into  University  classes,  but  some  classes  have  been  created  especially 
for  them.  In  classroom  discussion,  the  service  personnel  can  offer 
"I  was  there"  views  on  such  a  large  variety  of  subjects  that  their 
contribution  to  the  broadening  of  educational  experiences  at  O.U.  is 
unquestionable.  It  was  largely  through  the  requests  of  the  boot- 
strappers that  a  mid-year  commencement  was  held  this  year.  Pic- 
tured at  the  right  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  who  came  to  O.U.  under 
this  program.
